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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed July 28, 2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

In re pages 4-7, applicant argues, with respect to claims 1 and 6, that the 
conversion of the received Input data to a uniform format by the format converter is not 
related to the conversion of the OSD signals to a coresponding uniform format by the 
OSD processor, and the cited teaching of Han regarding the interfacer and the format 
converter fails to teach or suggest the claimed OSD generator and the portion of Han 
cited in the response to arguments does not add anything to the previously discussed 
teachings of Han and fails to teach or suggest a means for generating OSD that 
comprises "...conversion matrices for converting the color information in the color 
palette to provide the OSD signal, which is fomnatted in accordance with a selected one 
of the first and second color fornfiat, in formatted in accordance of the first or second 
video signal source". 

In response, the examiner respectfully disagrees. OSD data can be defined as 
On Screen Display data. The received DTV or NTSCA/GA video data of Han is OSD 
data because they can be displayed on screen and the OSD processor 5 is used to 
process them. Thus, as discussed in the last Office Action, the format converter 4 of 
Han anticipated the claimed OSD generator. 

In re page 7, applicant argues, with respect to claim 3, that Susumu Imai fails to 
cure the effect of Han and Fujimoto as applied to claim 1 discussed above. 
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In response, as discussed above with respect to claim 1 . the proposed 
combination of Han and Fujimoto discloses all the claimed limitation of claims 1 and 6.
